No. 14016|1177-PC.III.—The availablity of plas¬ 
tics materials in the company has increased substanti¬ 
ally recently and the future plans of production 
are likely to make available very large quantities of 
plastics resins in the country. The use of plastics In 
the world has increased rapidly and has acquired 
special significance in the conservation of material, 
energy and has contributed greatly to increase pro¬ 
duction of agriculture produce. The Government of 
India has been considering the promotion and deve¬ 
lopment of uses of plastics in agriculture and irriga¬ 
tion as a major step in improving agricultural yields 
and efficiencies. Accordingly a National Committee 
on the Use of Plastics in Agriculture was constitut¬ 
ed in March 1981. The National Committee has 
since submitted its reports with a prospective plan 
to implement the various recommendations of the 
National Committee by the State Governments, 
Central Government and other organisations. The

The Government may also nominate not more 
than three non-official Members representing the 
interest of the users and|o.t the industry. 

2. The terms of reference of the Committee 
Would be as follows :—- 

(i) To ensure establishment of adequate Plas¬ 
ticulture Envelopment Centres (PDCs) at 
various Centres within schedule and to 
mointor their operations through the 
Central Coordination Cell. 

(ii) To monitor* and stimulate further the deve¬ 

lopment of plasticulture throughout the 
country based on the work to be carried 
out at PDCs. 

(iii) To ensure setting up of quality standards 
for plastic products used in plasticulture 
operations. 

(iv) To suggest from time to time in deptn 
studies cn newer applications in agricul¬ 
tural sector under Indian conditions using 
plastic raw materials. 


(v) To recommend to Government from time 
to time issues for consideration such as 
policy matters, fiscal duty structure revi¬ 
sion, availability of raw material for plas¬ 
ticulture application and finished product 
at grass root level, etc. which can extend 
the use of plastics in agriculture and are 
in the overall interest of national economy. 

(iv) To reactivate State level Committees func¬ 
tioning and to ensure greater sense of 
participation as well as cross exchange of 
information and participation. 

(vii) To recommend to Government on distri¬ 
bution channels of plastic materials for 
plasticulture applications to the grass root 
level. 

3. The term of the Committee will be intially 
for a period of five years. The Committee shall 
meet as often as necessary “but at least once a quar¬ 
ter. The Committee will submit its Report at the 
end of its terms, but it should submit interim re¬ 
ports as often as necessary. 


4. The secretarial assistance required for the 
Committee will be provided by the Central Coordi¬ 
nation Cell constituted for the purpose. 

5. The expenditure on TA|DA of the non-official 
Members will be met by concerned organisations. 
The TA|DA of the Government officials will be 
met by the concerned administrative Ministries! 
Department. The other expenditure on the 
Committee will bo borne by the Department of 
Chemicals & Petrochemicals and IPCL. 

6. Government may make suitable changes in 
the constitution of the Committee, if required.
